The success will help restore faith in the 
expert ability of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration to master the complex and 
dangerous frontier of space. 
UNDOUBTEDLY, space program researchers 
will come up with some quick wav to exit the 
space craft in an emergence.

The government has been willing to back up 
financially its philosophy that good roads are 
e s s e n t i a l to states and the nation — 
commercially and in the interest of safety 
Yet states are finding it tough to mak e the 
adjustment when the money rug is jerk ed out 
from under them 
The point of argument is not the merit of 
federal-state road building 
It is whether the government is acting in the 
best interest of its citizens to withdraw financial 
support from a program of highway improve­ 
ment it founded and to threaten to cut even 
more funds if states do not adopt safety 
proposals that include a continuing program of 
highway improvement 
Ohio and other states will find it difficult to 
tak e seriously this part of the Commerce 
Department's safety program in light of the 
devaluation shown in federal highway fund 
slashes.

Alliances between the intelligence communities 
and u n i o n federations are 
standard operating procedure 
in virtually all toe free nations 
of the globe. 
TTiere must be such joint 
action in ordei to neutralize 
the Communist World Federa­ 
tion of Trade Unions tWFTUi 
headquartered in Prague. This 
WFTU 
is 
the 
“conduit 
of 
Communist money and man­ 
power pouring xito all conti- 
Rl,*,i 
nents in a drive to capture unions and sabotage 
democratic governments,” former CIA Director 
Alien Dulles once told me. 
Inside American labor, cooperation with the 
CIA privately is considered a badge of honor. 
There’s been such intimate relations between the 
two apparatuses on a vast 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
front and with labor leaders headquartered in 
Washington, New Y’ork , Ch.cago, Detroit. San 
Francisco and even Denver.

Members of Congress are rising to the 
defense of the Central Intelligence Agency and 
pointing out that the controversy over financing 
the National Student Association in its foreign 
operations is a “tempest in a teapot.” 
Sen. Gale W. McGee. D-Wyo.. in a speech in 
the Senate referred to “ shortsighted criticism 
of toe CIA. 
He said that instead of “popping off first and 
think ing later," senators should ask themselves 
certain questions. One of these is how the United 
States would be able to counter the studen; 
programs of the Soviet Union, which art* 
subsidized by the Moscow government, unless 
the whole subject is dealt with as a necessary 
project in the gathering of intelligence. 
Sen. John C. Stenms, D-Miss.. said; 
“ If you’re in 
the business of gathermg 
intelligence, you have got to go where toe 
information is in order to find out what's going 
on.” 
In the house of representatives. Rep. Samut; 
S. Stratton, D-N.Y , said it “mak es sense” for 
the CIA to finance international youth gathering.-, 
to combat Communism. He added; 
"Except for the purposes of headline publicit. 
American officeholders ought to k now by no a 
that we live in a very dangerous and difficult 
and even conspiratorial world.” 


UNFORTUNATELY, the CIA is not in a 
position to describe the nature of its operation- 
without disclosing to the enemy facts which 
could frustrate the American effort altogether 
The people of the United States have neve- 
been informed, on toe other hand, as to what the 
Soviet government is really doing in the field oi 
student and youth activities.

Both organizations have large professions 
staffs with estimated expenditures of over a

They conduct ex'-hange programs for student* 
and this involves indoctrination in Marxism 
These two student organizations cooperate in 
conducting the lavish “World Youth Festivals 
one of which was held in Motscow in 1957 and 
another in Helsink i in 1962. 
The festival is operated by the Communist 
parties of all the countries of Eastern Europe 
While the two student and youth organization* 
claim to get their funds from membership due* 
and the sale <>f publications they are actual!;, 
heavily sub.>idized. 
It is estimated by U.S. officials that the youth 
festival in Moscow alone must have cost SIM 
million.
